LSE), IE by Sir fohy Meldrnns. The Rebels Forces were 
ET ſuppoled to be about foure thouſand Foot, under 
five Regiments and foure Tolours,with well towards two thoutand 
Horſe and Dragooners. Vpon theſe ſummons his Highneſle next 
morning made haſte to Shrewsburyſpecdingaway Maj or Legge(our 
Generall of tfie Ordnance ) before, to chuſe out ſo many Come 
manded Musquetiers of the Engliſh of late. comeont' of 7relana, as 
might well be ſpared out of thatGarrifon : theſe were 1 000 Muſ- 
quetiers of Colonel] Browghtons and Colonell Tilkers Regiments, 
_. withr20 of Colonell Sir Falke Hankes ; all theſe ſentdown the 
_ Severne met the Prince at Bridpgenorth on Friday: of Horſe his 
Highneſſe took along his owne Troope and Regiment,with 120 of 
Major Generall Sir Fohn Harrie's ; with theſe Forces WE vehga 
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11ong three {mall held Pieces. At FWoolverhampton next day was 
our little Armie recruited by 1 00 Horſe, and 206 Foot of Colonel 
Leveſons, On Munday night had we notice at e4/hbey de la Zouch 
of 2200 Rebels under Sir Eaward Har:op,ſent out by Zeldram to 
paſſe and bridge over the Sore, a mile from Loughboy oughin Les- 
cefter- ſhire : their purpoſe was either to intercept Generall Major 
George Porter, or toprevent his joyning with my Lord of Zough- 
borough , for thither with tqure Regiments>t;Horſe,and athouſand 
Comimanded Muſattetiers of my Lord of NewcaFF7frmen was M*. 
Porter now come from about Newarke, to hinder the Rebels fur» 
ther inrodes info Leiceſterſhire; daily (light skirmiſhes here paſſed ; 
and bad the Majur.Generals people been as valiant. as. himſelfe, 
Mel irum had had occafion to chide his party more than he did for 
doirig nothing. For notable to. force the Paſse, and hearing of my 
Lord of Leughborongh's drawing out, they ftole away by moon- 
light, Maſter Porter thus diſingaged was the next day (being Tue\.. 
day, Marclithe 1 9'h,together with my Lord Loxgborongh's Forces,) 
conjoyned with the Princes ; that night we all quartered in com- 
pany-ina Clole by Bingham, ſome eight miles ſhortof Newarke: . 
about two of the Clocke (the Moonthen well up)_our Drummes 
beat, and we. marched, hitherto had our Marches been ſo ſpeedy, 
as. fame .it, ſelfe was preventedy.. for by ife/dram's owne Letters, . 
which « zogether . with theſe.two)) the Prince intercepted the 
night before; your Lord ſhjp may perceive the Rebels had no more 
but an uncredited rumour of, Prince. Rxper?'s comming. : on. this 
_dayes march, his Highneſse had notice by his Eſpials, how the Re- 
bells were þukied all the morning .in ſendingaway their-Cannons, 
which proved naother than their drawing them off* their Batteries 
into their Chiefe Worke at the Spittle, or Zxceffer houſe, alimle 
more than Maſquer ſhot from the Towne; for into that one quarter - 
had they that worning drawn all their Regiments and Ammunitjon. 
tis Highneſse, having inte)ligence of their amaſſing themſelves iny 
0 one Body, which he {uppoſed a preparatipn.to match off ſudden- 
33, advanced his Van of. Horſe upon the Tpurre, toovertake them.,; 
the reſt of our Horſe had order to keep aloag with the Foot, Can- 
acnand Ammunition : comming neare tne Beacon hill, a mule ſhoxe 
a} Newarke, we perceived tome Horſe of the Enemies, .who.upon 
vyr apyraach drew downe the other fide to their own grolse; uk

thus eafie gaining the Hill increaſed his Highneſe natarall courage; 
upon his a pprehenfion,. beſides of having many advantagesupon'a 
retreating Enemie ; whereupo , Comrage, ſayes he, Let's charge 
on Goas Name with the: Horſe we have, 'andingage them till our 
Reare and Poot be marchtup tows; trooping thus to the edge of 
the Hill, we perceived themoſt of the-Enemies in Battalia ( Horle 
and Foot) neare the Spittle; all, 1 mean, except toure great Bodics 
of Horſe, who expe&ted us at the very deſcent of the Hill : the 
Prince thus ordered his owne few Forces: firſt chimſc}fe and his 
owne Troopof” Life-guard , -undertook to artaque thar;Body on the 
left hand, appointing my Lord-Losghboronghs Troop to fecond him, 
and Colonel] Gharles Gerard: T roop tobe as a Reſerve: alittle on 
my Lords right hand the, Prince his Regiment was caſt out intofive 
Diviſions, two Troopes to each Diviſion: in thefirſt and very right 
hand of all were Captaine Gardiner and Captaine Richardſon, and 
next them Captaine Cob and Captaine Afartyr,then my Lord Gran - 
di/on and Sir Thomas D alliſon; next them the Troopes of Sir Lewss 
Dives and my Lord Dills6z, Major Legges and Lievtcnans Colonel 
O-neiles Troops being next unto the Lite-guards:this Regiment was 
ſeconded by Major Generall Poreers Regiment. 'Our Field word 
was King and ©xeene, theirs Religion. T he fight began about nine 
ofthe clock; and after a while grew ſurdy, eſpecially on our Right 
Wing ; the Rebclls doubling their Files from three to ſixe deep, 
and charged our two utmoſt Troopes upon the Flankes , to hard 
that Captaine AZartire came timely in to help to bear off the Re- 
bel}s. The Prince himſelfe having picrced geep into the Enemies, 
and being obſerved for his Valour, was dangerovſly at once aflaul - 
ted by three {turdy Rebels, whereof one fell by his Highneſſes own 
ſword, a ſecond being piſtolled by M. Afortaine one of his owne 
Gentlemen: the third now ready to lay hand on the Prince's Coller 
haditalmoſt chopr by Sir W1i/liam Neale: his Highrefle thus d1{1n- 
gapged, with a ſhot onely in his Gantlet, with Sir Ricbard Crane 
and his owne Troop, charged quire thorough that Body of Rebcils; 
prong them im Rout home to their very workes at the Sperr/c. 
Pretently after this, his Highneſſcs Regiment with their #econds, 
i1kewiſe Routed the three other Bodics; fourcof the Troopes char- 
ging even into the work, and bringing away aCapraine Priſoner: 
my Lord Loughboroueb aifo deported himielfe honuurably , hd 
AS when 
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when ſome of his ſhrunk, at the ſecond charge himſelfe rodeback 
to. Rally and bring chem up againe: Major. General! Porter charg'd 
with bravery cnough in hts owne perſon; though ſome of his rett- 
red upthe Hill in ſome haſtand diſorder. Colonell charles Gerard 
(who never carried himſelfe but gallantly) did here like himfſelfe: 
is horſe, was bruiſed, ſhort in the Arme; and taken

Priſoner. - 


After a while, both Sidegbegantoralſic; and. ready fora ſe- 
cond Tharge ; ours to make the Imprefſion,and'theirs toteceive it? 
and though for a good while they diſputed it tough!y; yer-byfme 
force were they and all the reſt driven. quite outof'rhe Field; not 
halfe of our Horſe Ohargings for bur. Reare was riot'yet' tome up. 
Now fl:d theEnemy quite beyond their owne Worke , Frotand 
Cannon, at the Spzrr/e,divers.of them haſting by a Bridge of Boates 
over that branch of the Treyt,into the Iſland > foure other Troopes, 
withas many Foot Companies, haſted up to 21uskam Bridge upon 
the other ſidethe Iſland, and maine ftream of the River about three 
quarrers of a mile, both from Newarke and the Spetr/e: herebeing. 
out of Gun-ſhot, they ſtaid till towards Evening, when breaking 
the Bridge behind them, & throwing one pecce of Cannon intotte 
Treat, they then runne home to Nottinghar, In both theſe ſtifte 
boutes, tooke we five Cornets, and aboutninety-Prifbnersgwherevt 
three Captaines, fome Gentlemen, three Cornets, beſides other 
Officers, and two Cannoneers, one Cornet was taken by Sir R5- 
chard Byron, i E 

And now, as if an univerfall T ruce had been agreed upon,. there 
was ſome halfe houres ſilence; excepting that the Enetnies Cano» 
nadoes ( thongh-with very little effe&t) diſturb'diit : For the Re» 
bells Foot had not yet advanced; and their Horſe, by this time had 

_ Enough'ofit, As for the Prince he now ſtaid for his Footand Reare 
of Horſe, both lefr full two miles behind when ovr Van began to. 
double cheir march to overtake the Enemy. Anon came 1p our Foot, 
all that dﬀay commanded by Colonell 77//z4+:- theſe reſting them- 
{elves a while upon the Hill, the firſt Diviſion, being part of thoſe 
that came from Shrewsbury,were led onely by the Colonel). Theſe * 
march't downe bravely in the face of the Enemy hooting at their 
Cannon. Theſe flancked with {ome Horſe, 'were wheeled tothe 
tight, by and by, intoa Medow. Attheir comming, 'the'Rebells 


drew 
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live there two dayes : Whereupon His Highnefle Vegan to reſolve 


upon other counſailes;<ſteeming 1t cheaper to block up their Tren- 
ches; thentoſtormethem, And blockt'vp theywere already, asbe- 
ing coofft ap in a very narrow rootne, no more then the backſide of 
the Spitcle, rowards rhe River; belides whichthey were on all Fde's 
fatronndedty onr Forces? On'the- Southſideby the Towne, on the 
E:ft by the Prince, and on the North by Colonel} Ti#5r=* Into'the 
INihdwh HOW et hadthe*'Prince ſerit5 00, Horſe; beſides 200. of 
the Newarke Troopers, 'Thig the late Blockers found themſc]ves. 
now belicged; yea' Witheur mbch Hope of faiddain reliete, of ſafe 
meas tol@lley: for ſo Well had "the Prince ordered them; thar had 
they fallied forwards, we bad then fallen! upon theirfirſt iſſuing orit, 
both in Front and Planks withoar Army,and the Town had charg'd 
them upon their Reere: Had they'offered to eſcape over their Boat- 
Bridge, ours inthe Tle had diſturbed their paſling, and we enjcr- 
taind their comming over, yea which part ſoever had firſt divided, 
we had bcen able to beat theotner. By this time too had the Prince 
commanded Sir Richard Byron with bis owne, and Sjr Gerva/e 
Eyre) horle Regiments, with 8 00. of Sir Icha Di gbyes Foot to ad- 
vance io high into the Iſland, as to put in betwyxt the Rebells two 
A2 Bridges: 
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Brigges; by which-interpoſition wasall intercourſe cut off, betwixt 
rhe Rebells-rheir great body art the Spittle, and thoſe at Mrrkam 
Bridge: upon this, thoſe eight Colours at the Bridge, retreated, as 
18 aforeſaid. Vnder favour. of theſe Town-forces too, was His High- 
nefle refolved tocaſtup a Redoubr that night berwixtthe Bridges: 
 Virgoing now to view the Ground, the Rebells ſent outa Trum- 
petto delire a Parlee. To make Way terthis, and the more to {wee- 
ten:and oblige the Prince, had Sir 7ohrz AMecldramforaghoutes be, 
fore ſent home Colonel Gerard, yetupon the parole of a Souldier 
and a Gentleman , to returne himſelfe a priſoner, whenever he 
ſhould be called. The;Rebells having ſent out toParlee, quitt their 


Bridge : which his Highneſse. preſently poſſefied by a hangred. 
luſqueteers, a Sree 
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For the Parlee, his Highneſſe appointed Sir Richard Crane, Cap- 
taine of his Life-guards, with Sir 7F9//iam Neale Scout-maſter Ge- 
nerall: the, Rebells ſending Sir les Hobard, and Sir John Pal- 
grave into the Towne, Now true though it be that the Enemies 
were diltrefſed,yet very wiſe Generalls have not thought it ſafe to 
make ſuch men deſperate: beſides whichbeing now in the midſt of 


their own Garriſons, they might poſſibly be relieved. And to cone 
fefle the truth,our horſes were ſo over-marcht,& our foor ſo beaten 
off Leggs, that we found our ſelves lefle able for the-preſent for 
thein. In very;truth too, the Rebells were more then we belicyed: 
for theſe reaſons, and for rhat ( agby theſe intercepted Letters jt ap- 
peares) My Lord Fairfax, and his Sonne Sir Thomas,being both 
commanded by the Cloſe Commirteeto March, other plaecs might 
ere Jong have need of His preſence. His Highnefle (at [th) COn= 
deſcended to theſe Articles, which beſides they be both honourable 
and fafe, were the ſame ( for the generall ) asour ſide had before 


gone out upon, when theRebells took Lincolne. Of the Articles

But belides theſe Conditions, His Highnefle gave by Inſtru&ions 
to. His Commiſſioners, toynſiſt\upon a- demand of tome Priſoners, . 
before raken; which was alſo granted, Hereupon next morning the 
Rebells marched out: but forth: Horſemens carrying away their 
Armes,and others their Pikes, with more- then was conditioned, 
our unruly Souldiers ( eſpecially thoſe that had been fo before u. 
{:d at Zincolne by the Parliamentcers) taking this occafion to.quar- 
rel! with the Rebells, took more from themthen by ,the Articles 
they ſhould have done? But for this were diverſe of themſlaſhed by 
the Prince, and the Rebells Colours ſeat backunto them. 
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The Rebells thusgone, we had” leiſure to carry off their Armes 
and Ammunition, conſiſting of -betwixt three. and foure: thouſand 
Muſquets, 8 a g:cat quantity of.Pikes and Piſtolls, with the Cannon 
they lefr behind them:of cheſewve found Eleven faire Brafſe Picces: 
one a Baſiliske'of H*t of foure.yards long ſhooting 3 2. Ball: one of 
their Ordinance was found at z5xam Bridge, and the Carriage of 
Yother. Two goodly Mortar: piceeswers. alſo lefrne, the leaſt 
ſhooting 80. pound Granado ,, and.the othertweteeGancand cight 
pound, and all their Ammunition. The number of the flaine we 


know not; bur we thinke they loſt towards nineſcore or two hun- 
dred, and we abouthalfe fo 'manyſlaine and wounded. © Thus after 

juſt three weeks Siege, was Newarke happily relieved: Your Hos - 
nour Knowes the high: confequence of this (ervice, Severall parti- 
 culars more,I leave to this bearer, whoverycommendably ſuſtained 
his part in it. His Highnefle hath appoynteda Thanks-giving for this 
on Sunday; by which the World may ſee Him to be as deyoutas
